THE SPRING EXHIBITION OF THE
ACADEMY OF FINE ARTS,.

The pictures in the Exhibition this spring,
like the spring itself, are a little raw and cold.
The season, so far as Philadelphia artists are
conésraed, is quite backward, as is plainly
manifested by the number of ‘‘Herrs' and
¥ ons” that figure in the catalogne, and the
sirong pm-king-'lmx smell about them indicates
that & majority of the paintings are a long
way from home,

It appears that that rival house further np
the street has enlisted the sympathies of a
majority of the Philadelphia artists, and who,
like the hero of the melo-drama, have resolved
to draw and défend themselves. Without the
irrepressible Hamilton, the ubiguitous Morans,
and the never fainting Lambdin, and one or
two otherg, this exhibition might jnst as
easily have passed for one in Leyden or Genoa,
a8 in Philadelphia.

In Chesnut gtreet, opposite the entrance, is
a beautiful tropical picture put, there by some
of the Hanging Commitlee who have their
office in the cellar of the State Honge Row.
This picture, which represents “‘Horrextors
Garasuxe Buenv Leaves,” is very rich in
color and design. The Hottentots are very
well handled, and are put in jnst the right
place, where they can be seén by everybody.
The picture is hung, or, more properly speak-
ing, pasted on & Dboard fence about four feet
above the pavement., The Jdettering on the
balance of the poster is entirely oo strong, it
peems to want distance; if put on the other
gide of the fence, we think it would be
better for the picture,
